AsI picked up the bird my at- 
tention was drawn to a fresh covering of 
green leaves on the black soil. This was 
the bird’s place of amusement, which be- 
neath the dense shrubs formed a square 
about a yard each way, the ground having 
been clear of leaves and rubbish, 

On this neatly cleared apo: the bird had 
laid large, fresh leaves, one by the side of 
the other, with considerable regularity, and 
close by he sat singing, apparently extreme- 
ly happy over his work. As soon as the 
leavee decay they are replaced by new ones. 
On this excursion I saw three such plac’s of 
amusement all near each other, aan had 
fresh leaves from the same kind of trees, 
while a large heap of dry, withered leaves 
was lying close by. It seems that the bird 
scrapes away the mold every time it changes 
the leaves, so as to havea dark background, 
against which the green leaves inaske a 
better appearance.

DEVOTIONAL STATUES. 


Their Manufacture One of the Interesting 
Endusts ies of Pari«. 


Any person who lias ever visited Paris, 
and who takes an interest in the shop win- 
dows of the brilliant city, will remember 
the large shops for the sale of church statu- 
ary which abound on the left bank of the 
Seine: Many of them are situated even in 
so secular a quarter as the immediate vicin- 
ity of the Bon Marche. In their show win- 


dows thy promeuader beholds life-sized fi- | 
gures of Our Savior and of the Holy Virgin | 


and of St. Joseph, to say nothing of saints 
and angels innumerable. Here are Sv 
Roch, with his dog; St. Vincent bless- 
} ing @ vine, St. Francois d’Assissi aad even 
| the solitary American saint that figures in 
| the calendar, namely, Ste. Rosa de Lima. 

For immense quantities of these figures 

; are annually shipped to South America, and 
{so the makers of them do not fail to do 
‘honor to the saint who was the country 
| woman of their good customers and is the 
‘subject of many of their orders. These 
|statues are manufactured in great halls, 
| where hundreds of workmen are employed 
timultaneously, some molding, others paint- 
j ing in appropriate colors the long rows of 
jimages. Among these men are to be found, 
| in many instances, traiaed and unsuccessful 
| pupils from the sculpture studies of the 
| Beaux Art and the Julian Academy. They 

are well paid, some of them receiving as 
high as $10 per diem and few less than $5. 
Each one must pledge himself to work for no 
establishment than the one that regularly 
employs him, and everything that he exe- 
cutes in the workroom is the property of his 
employer. Very often an intelligent and 
weil-taught sculptor will be put at the head 
of a band of ordinary workmen, whose oper- 
ations he is called upon to superintend and 
direct. 

Notwithstanding the limited number of 
subjects, the varieties of type are endless, 
Take, for instance, the personage that is 
most frequeatly represented—namely the 
Holy Virgin. Thediflerent expressions and 
gestures bestowed on the images of the 
Uivine Mother are inconceivably numerous, 
The lamaculate Conception alone ia repre- 
sented in thirty different ways. Her vest- 
nents are sometimes white bordered with 
gold, or else tigured with gold, in imitation 
of brocade, or her robe may be white and her 
mantle blue studded with gold stars or she 
may be garbed iz the traditional blue and 
red of Italian painters, &c. Much care and 
skill are expended in this painting, which 
has something the effect of an illumination 
ona large scale, Generally the effect is good, 
not too glaring and actually tasteful, the 
artistic sense of the French nation interter- 

| ing to prevent any coarseness of color or 
| roughness of execution. An exception to 
' this rule is found in the statues executed for 
' South America,

| SMOKELESS POWDER IN WAR 
: It Cives Many Advaantases to the Side Wak- 
img the Attack. 
| The introduction of smokeless powders 
thas had considerable todo with a change 
| of tactics on the field of battle. In the 
' absence of the smoke screen on both «ez, 
| the company officers not only find it easier 
| to work together, but can contrei their men 
‘and judge the effect of their fire on the 
‘enemy to a far greater degree than was 
, formerly possible. From their poimt of 
| view this increased pewer of control more 
than compensates the attack for the increas- 
ed tacility of concealment smokeless pow- 
der confers on the defence. It is true that 
the latter also profits by the same increased 
power of control, but they argue that from 
the nature of things the defence, striving 
; only to prevent being beaten, whereas the 
attack Ochts with the determination te win, 
the latter is In a position to make far better 
use of this new powder than the former. 
Put im another form, it comes tothis: The 
heavier and more accurate the tire whisthog 
over a trench, the harder it is to make men 
raise their heads over it to take aim. 
Smokeless powder makes 1 easier for the 
attack to deliver such a fire: hence the dif 
ficulties of the defence will be increased. 
Forther, inthe absence of smoke. mea 
stationary on the defence cannot escape the 
depressing influence of the dead and wound- 
ed lying around them, but the attack leaves 
all these evidences of the fight behind 2: 
So here again the advantage 1s on its side. 
With reference to the question of the use 
of smokeless powders by the artillery, the 
general nies seems to be that it was all a 
gain to the side which thought more of hill 
lng its enemy than of avoiding being balled 
itself. It enormously facilitates the main 
tenance of fice aiscipline within the battery, 
perinits of continuous fire even at the most 
rapid rate, for no smoke interferes with the 
laying of the guna, and, above all things, 
cheers the hearts of the men by enabling 
them to see the results of their fire. 
As a means of concealment itis of no use 
atall, foreven at extreme ranges of MA 
yards and upward the flash of discharge » 
always distinctly visible, and at fighting 
ranges the flash enables one to note exactly 
the position of the enemy's guns. This was 
not always possible with the old powders, 
for the smoke obscured the ebject and pre- 
vented one’s picking uD an exact point te aim 
at. 
} The artillery will be far from regretting 
the loss of the two clouds which hung, the 
one in front of their own and the other in 
front of the enemy's gins. Smoke isacey 
er added to that furmsned by the ground, 
and no one has ever been anxious for his op 
ponent to have covers which he himself 
could not turn to advantage. If both ar 
deprived of this cover victory will belon, 
to him who, all else being equal, can mest 
skilfully supply the deticieucy.

is too great. In both cream-raising for 
butter-making and in preserving mil« for 
checse making we firmly believe in the set- 
ting and storing of milk in emal] quantities, 
Not only do we get a better quality of 
milk, butter and cheese, but the labor and 
responsibility of caring for the product is 
lessened. In our experience as a manu- 
facturer one of the greatest difficulties that 
we have encountered is the ignoring of this 
fact by many dairymen. A certain class of 
milk producers are perpetually attempting 
to keep the product of their cows pure and 
sweet by massing it in large bulk. In hot 
weather, of course, they are constantly 
failing in the attempt, andat the same time 
bringing trouble on their own heads. and 
being a source of exasperation to manufact- 
arers. 

Ours is a climate of extremes of heat and 
cold, wet and dry, and modern dairying to 
be succeasful, must maintain an equable 
standard through it all. Man must there- 
fore do what nature does not, in the dairy 
line—produce certain artificial conditions to 
offset the freaks of climate. While milk 
quality can practically take care of itself, 
fora certain length cf time in cool weather 
proper facilities should always be at hand 


for its necessary preservation when the’ 


temperature runs high. 

It is almost impossible to take too good 
care of milk, but it is quite possible and 
common toa neglect it to its detriment. The
